Cancellations 


Due to the low number of enrollments in the late summer and 
the anticipated low number of overseas assignments in early 
winter, the November 1977 POA and SOO were canceled. This 
announcement was made in early August, and Training Officers 
were asked to enroll employees scheduled to depart for 
overseas by the end of 1977 in the September 1977 runnings. 

I PREPARING FOR OVERSEAS ASSIGNMENT 


1. The September POA was canceled because there were 
only five registrants. It was suggested that the enrollees 
view the videotape entitled "Your Overseas Assignment - Your 
Personal Checklist." This 15-minute tape was recently 
acquired from the National Security Agency and is available 
in the Self Study Center. The step-by-step checklist covers 
a range of topics from the need and importance of a passport, 
the medical shot record, and the need for the establishment 
of financial credit before departure to much practical 
advice on the possible need for a power of attorney to the 
payment of state income tax.

General 

The purpose of this two-day training program is to sensitize 
participants and their dependent spouses to the need for following good 
nerscmal and physical security practices overseas. While it is realized 
that some people by habit, instinct, or experience are more aware of 
potential security threats than others, we can all improve our security 
status if we are aware of the risks involved and make a conscious effort 
to minimize them. 

This Orientation is only a broad overview and an introduction to 
the subject and offers no specific skills for coping with the terrorist 
threat and related criminal problems abroad. 


Orientation Objectives 

On completion of this Orientation, participants will be able to: 

1. Assess their personal and family situation in terms of the 
nature and variety of security threats abroad. 

2. Recognize the need for effective security practices while 
living, working, traveling, and socializing abroad. 

3. Relate the suggestions and experiences of Agency officers and 
other U.S. personnel who have served overseas to their own 
need to plan for and cope with a possible hostage situation or 
other crises.
